THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Ashland  in  the 
County  of  Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Ashland  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing,  and  to  choose  a  Delegate  to  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  the  office  now  being  vacant. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
saary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Fire  Department,  in- 
cluding the  services  of  the  firemen  arid  the  expenses  of 
the  Fire  Alarm  System. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  laying  out,  building 
and  repairing  of  Highways  andi  Bridges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  oiling  town  roads. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Welfare 
Department  including  Town  Poor. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Hospital. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Road  Aid  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  State. 

9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  increase  and  support  of 
the  Town  Library. 


10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  District  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation. 

11.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Observance  of  Memo- 
rial Day. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  held  in  reserve  as 
heretofore  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  School  Assem- 
bly Building. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $300.00  to  be  set  aside  to  celebrate  the  return  of 
Veterans  of  World  War  II. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  erect  a  bathhouse  on  Squam  Lake,  at  or 
near  Squam  Bridge. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the 
present  rate  of  discount  allowed  for  early  payment  of 
property  taxes. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  ancitipa- 
tion  of  taxes  and  that  the  note  or  notes  evidencing  such 
borrowing  be  payable  one  year  and  from  the  taxes  of 
the  current  year. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  repair  to  Sidewalks. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hold  perma- 
nently the  so-called  Deane  lot  on  Main  Street,  and  es- 
tablish the  same  as  a  War  Memorial  to  all  War  Vet- 
erans. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  to  the  Vet- 
erans of  World  War  II  a  choice  of  the  building  site 
on  the  so-called  Deane  lot  should  they  at  any  time  in 
the  future  become  part  of  any  Veterans  Organization, 
and  shall  desire  to  erect  a  suitable  building  as  a  meet- 
ing place  for  such  an  organization. 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $48,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  building  the  needed  Gymnasium  and 
Town  Hall,  said  bonds  to  be  issued  for  a  term  of  ten 
(10)  years. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  le- 
gally come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Buildings  and  Grounds 

Two  important  additions  to  our  school  facilities, 
one  practically  completed  and  one  under  consideration, 
are  described  in  this  report. 

The  school  shop,  purchased  in  accordance  with  a 
vote  of  the  district  at  the  1945  annual  meeting,  has 
been  equipped  with  better  foundation,  a  heating  sys- 
tem (which  will  some  day  soon  be  provided  with  an  oil 
burner),  running  water,  and  toilet  facilities.  With 
the  help  of  the  boys  in  their  regular  shop  classes,  new 
hardwood  benches  are  being  built.  A  metal-workmg 
lathe  and  shaper  have  been  made  available  from  sur- 
plus war  equipment.  This  large,  well-lighted  building 
when  fully  completed  and  equipped  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  school  shop  in  the  state. 

As  to  the  other  addition,  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
a  building  to  be  used  as  a  gymnasium  and  auditorium 
for  the  use  of  the  school  and  community.  As  a  first 
step  toward  providing  such  a  structure,  a  survey  of 
land  now  owned  by  the  district  has  been  made  showing 
grades,  buildings,  trees  and  boundaries.  The  survey 
also  includes  land  on  Highland  Street  owned  by  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Fifield,  v/hose  place  has  been  mentioned  as  a 
desirable  site  for  the  proposed  building.  An  architect 
has  been  asked  to  prepare  preliminary  sketches  for  our 
consideration. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  district  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1945,  the  school  board  was  authorized  to 
apply  for  Federal  Funds  for  planning,  in  order  that 
more  definite  proposals  may  be  placed  before  the  voters 
for  their  consideration  at  some  time  in  the  near  future. 

A  New  Junior  High  School  Teacher 

The  need  for  a  full-time  teacher  of  junior  high 
school  subjects  has  been  evident  for  a  long  time. 
Throughout  the  first  six  grades,  pupils  have  been  ac- 
customed to  one  teacher  who  teaches  all  subjects 
throughout  the  day.  In  the  high  school,  they  go  from 
one  teacher  to  another,  and  have  frequent  study  peri- 
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ods  under  supervision  of  some  teacher  who  may  not 
be  familiar  with  them  or  their  class  assignments.  Our 
seventh  graders,  twelve  or  thirteen  years  old,  have 
often  found  the  change  too  abrupt,  and  have  not 
learned  readily  how  to  use  their  study  periods  to  ad- 
vantage. To  remedy  this  situation,  the  school  board 
has  employed  Mrs.  Ruth  Joyce,  hitherto  our  sixth 
grade  teacher,  as  an  additional  teacher  on  the  high 
school  staff,  but  whose  work  is  entirely  with  Grades 
7  and  8. 

World  Problems  and  Education 

The  calendar  year  1945  has  seen  history  made 
more  rapidily  than  ever  before.  Events  of  deep  meaning 
for  the  future  have  followed  one  another  with  breath- 
taking speed.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  fully 
realize  the  significance  of  the  great  war  that  has  now 
come  to  an  end ;  of  the  release  of  the  new  power  known 
as  atomic  energy;  and  of  the  vast  political  enterprise 
now  barely  begun,  called  the  United  Nations. 

Children  in  our  schools  and  homes  must  come  to 
think  of  themselves  not  only  as  citizens  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, not  only  as  Americans,  but  also  as  citizens  of  the 
world.  Sympathy  and  friendship  are  not  to  stop  in 
a  neighboring  county,  nor  even  in  a  distant  state  like 
Texas  or  California;  they  must  reach  likewise  to  Bur- 
ma, Siberia,  and  the  Congo  region.  Just  as  Hitler  used 
the  schools  to  develop  fanatical  hatred  to  vast  destruc- 
tive ends,  so  we  must  use  them  to  indoctrinate  children 
throughout  the  world  with  the  idea  that  we  can  all  get 
along  together  like  good  neighbors. 

Such  an  attitude  of  world-neighborliness  can  be 
developed  only  as  teachers  and  parents  will  come  to 
realize  the  importance  of  it,  and  as  they  learn  to  de- 
velop broader  tolerance  in  their  own  hearts.  To 
develop  world-neighborliness,  schools  need  gradually  to 
replace  old  geographies  and  histories  with  new  texts 
of  broader  outlook ;  and  until  such  books  are  available, 
teachers  must  try  to  interpret  the  lessons  in  our  pres- 
ent books  in  such  a  way  that  pupils  will  come  to  see 
their  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 
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The  war  has  also  taught  us  other  lessons  about 
education.  It  has  proved,  through  experience  in  army 
camps,  that  young  people  can  learn  much  faster  and 
more  effectively  than  they  are  in  the  habit  of  learning. 
It  has  shown  that  our  traditional  methods  of  teaching 
can  be  greatly  speeded  up  if  necessary  and  has  demon- 
strated the  value  of  moving  pictures,  still  pictures,  and 
other  modern  devices  that  give  children  a  clearer  un- 
derstanding of  what  they  read  and  recite  about.  And 
it  has  brought  vividly  to  our  consciousness  the  need 
for  more  thorough  and  complete  training  in  health  and 
physical  education. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  important  lessons  we 
should  have  learned  in  1945.  Let  us  try  to  profit  by 
them  in  1946,  and  in  the  years  ahead.

School  opened  in  September  with  several  new 
members  on  the  faculty.  Miss  Margaret  Arnold,  a 
teacher  of  many  years  experience  is  teaching  English 
and  World  Problems.  Mr.  John  Bane,  who  served  in 
the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  and  who  recently  com- 
pleted his  graduate  studies,  is  teaching  Social  Studies, 
Physical  Education  and  Coaching.  Miss  Mildred  Pug- 
atch,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  is  teaching  Com- 
mercial Subjects.  Mrs.  Ruth  Joyce,  who  taught  in  the 
sixth  grade  for  several  years,  is  now  teaching  Junior 
High  School  subjects. 

A  testing  and  guidance  program  has  been  formul- 
ated. The  members  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes 
were  administered  a  series  of  aptitude  tests  and  inter- 
est inventories  in  the  late  fall.  The  value  of  the  re- 
sults obtained  warrants  consideration  of  the  expansion 
of  this  service  to  other  classes. 

Student  Clubs  include  personal  typing,  for  those 
who  wish  to  know  how  to  type  for  their  own  interests, 
knitting,  aeronautics,  dramatics,  and  journalism. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  latter  group  it  is  hoped 
that  a  steady  flow  of  publicity  will  keep  the  towns- 
people well  informed  of  the  activities  of  the  school. 

To  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  and  all  others  who,  through  their 
interest  and  cooperation,  have  assisted  and  encouraged 
our  development,  I  am  deeply  grateful.
